when the extremity of the Mongolian 
became known, to attempt to reach 
the steamer and take on board the 
passengers and mails.

mouth when the ice barrier became 
impregnable 
and

was arrested. There she keeps com- 
pany with the greater steamer Mon- 
golian, -which Is equally helpless in 
the unrelenting grip of the surround- 
ing ice. 


The Mongolian met the first of the 


great field of ice Tuesday, and Cap-

Postage Stamp 


Vender 


In this age of automatic contrivances and labor-saving devices it 


is not surprising 10 find that the postal authorities have adopted a 
means for a quicker and wholly inexpensive dissemination of postage 
stamps. 


The method Is what is commonly understood as the slot-machine 


form of vending, and that it has only occurred to anyone recently that 
here was'an ideal way to sell postnge stamps as well as chewing gum 
is the wonder of all. The Idea seems to have been conceived almost 
simultaneously in this country and in Germany, where stamp-selling 
machines, somewhat different in construction, but possessing the same 
general automatic principles, are now in use. 


The revenue derived from carrying the mails did not, until recent- 


ly, go within a long way of meeting the expenses of the department, 
consequently anything tending to lesson expenses is met with great 
favor. 


For some time the department has been in correspondence with In- 


ventors in different parts of the country whose ideas seemed practical 
and a short time ago their models were given a test. Five of them 
were sent to" the committee, ranging from the most crude hand-made 
affair to the finished manufactured article which was adopted. 


Qge of the successful machines was the invention of H. H. Daniels 


of Boston. It was demonstrated at the test that this machine would do 
all that its inventor claimed for it. One of "the models vends one and 
two-cent stamps and postal cards. Any number of stamps can be pro- 
cured by one or\two operations of the machine. There are slots for 
coins of different denominations and either one or two-cent stamps 
may be secured as desired from one delivering slot. 


An indicator at the bottom of the machine is turned to a mark in- 


*• dicating the denomination of the stamp desired. The coins are insert- 


ed to equal the number of stamps wanted. The turning of a small 
handle at the coin slot, after the coins are inserted, brings out the 
desired stamps in one Strip. For instance, should the purchaser desire 
ten one-cent stamps, he can, after setting the indicator for one-cent 
stamps, insert a dime, two nickels or ten pennies, whichever he has, 
and secure them in a strip. One stamp is secured in the same man- 
ner. 
For two-cent stamps the1 indicator is reversed and the coins 


dropped in. the same manner. The postal cards are secured one at a 
time by inserting a penny and turning the little handle at the coin 
slot 


A larger machine, invented by Mr. G. T. Strite of Minneapolis, 


works upon the same princeple as the other, vending only one-cent 
stamps from five different slots, according to the number desired, ac- 
commodating any coin from a cent to a quarter of a dollar. This ma- 
chine has a capacity such that it would require replenishing but once 
or twice a year, but the atmospheric effect upon the gum in some cli- 
mates would make a more frequent renewal of the stamps highly ad- 
visable.

GATHERS RARE LOT CF COINS. 


\Vhnt Hungary is Doing For Api* 


culture. 


In some respects It can be said 


with truth that the little kingdom o£ 
Hungary leads the world in aplcu- 
ture. The Hungarians are a shrewd, 
thrllty people, and Intensely patriotic. 
This last characteristic is particular- 
ly shown by the fact that the young" 
students of the country even refuse 
to learn German for fear of Austri- 
an 
encroachment 
and 
dominance. 


Budapest, th<= capital, is the Paris ot 
Oriental Europe—rich commercially 
through the business-like qualities of 
the Jewish-Hungarian merchant. And 
it is in the vicinity of this city at 
Go-.lclo thai 
the Hungarian State 


School of Apiculture, whence that 
splendid system of governmental fos- 
tering of bee-keeping is directed, has 
its location. Here there is offered to 
the youth o£ the kingdom a two- 
years' course devoted entirely to api- 
culture in all its branches. 


The Banater 
or Hungarian bees 


are a very gentle race resembling in. 
many rospecta'the more familiar Car- 
niolans. 
They are somewhat small-, 


er than the latter, and have a great- 
er tendency to show yellow. 
Thla 


yellow becomes more pronounced to- 
ward the east, In the Slebenberg 
region. 
The writer also noticed, 


in going southward through Servla, 
Bulgaria, into Turkey, a gradual 
shading off, into yellow, and a steady 
increase of the excitability shading 
off into the very excitable bees of 
the Orient. 
It is said by Hungarian 


beekeepers that they have no ex- 
cessive swarming with their bees, 
and that the Banater heas are yet 
prolific and excellent honey-gather- 
ers. 
This Is also the testimony of 


those who have had experience with 
this race of bees as imported Into 
th;a country. 


Among other things seen at Godo- 


lo were the apiaries in Langstroth- 
Dadant hives, and also the shops 
where the students learn to make 
hives of this and other patterns. The '• 
different experiments being conduct- 
ed on the farm with various honey- 
producing plants were indicative of 
the value of the school to the bee- 
keepers it large.
